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Planners End Year-long

Ending a year-long battle, the 
Andover Planning Board unani- 
mously approved the Watson Farm 
Estates subdivision Tuesday night.

Document Center Featured 


The Northeast Document Conservation 
Center will be featured in a new film on 
preservation, ‘Slow Fires: On the Preser- 
vation of the Human Record.’’ The film, 
which will be shown nationally on PBS sta- 
tions, addresses the problem of paper dete- 
rioration and with the loss of much of our 
national heritage as the paper that holds 
the printed image becomes embrittled and 
turns to dust. The film will be aired on 
WGBH Channel 2 on Friday, Dec. 18, at 11 
p.m. and on Channel 44 on Wednesday, 
Dec. 16, at 8:30 p.m. and Saturday, Dec. 19, 
at 1 p.m. 

As much as a quarter of all materials in 
university and research libraries through- 
out the nation are in some stage of serious 
deterioration. Most paper produced in this 
country since the mid-19th century was 
made from wood pulp and is acidic and in 
danger of complete deterioration. The na- 
tion may lose a vast portion of its recorded 
history by the turn of the century if steps 
are not taken to solve this problem. 


The Northeast Document Conservation 
Center in Andover was founded in 1973 to 
help avert the quiet disaster of paper dete- 
rioration. It is a non-profit regional conser- 
vation center specializing in the 
conservation of paper and related materi- 
als, including books, documents, photo- 
graphs and art on paper. The center’s 
areas of expertise include conservation 
treatment and preservation of information 
through microfilming. The film features 
work done at NEDCC, 

“Slow Fires’’ is narrated by Robert Mac- 
Neil of the MacNeil/Lehrer NewsHour and 
features commentary by writers James 
Michner and Barbara Tuchman. The film 
was produced by Terry Sanders of the 
American Film Foundation and sponsored 
by the Council on Library Resources, the 
Library of Congress, the Andrew W. Mellon 
Foundation and the National Endowment 
for the Humanities as part of an effort to 
launch a national program to address the 
brittle paper problem.

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Boston Museum Exhibit Explores Women In Science 


‘‘Women in Science,” a major exhibition 
currently featured at the Boston Museum 
of Science, explores the excitement and 
challenges presented by careers in science 
and technology and examines the signifi- 
cant contributions of women in science 
throughout history. 

By focusing on the lives of 12 women with 
careers in the fields of science and technol- 
ogy, this exhibition explores the issues 
which affect women’s lives and addresses 
important social issues in a simple and 
down-to-earth approach. The exhibition de- 
picts these highly successful women scien- 
tists as ‘‘real people,’ mothers, sisters, 
wives, daughters, who enjoy everyday 
things, junk food, roller coasters, movies, 
shopping, and also lead rewarding lives in 
what are considered male-dominated 
fields. By exploring the lives and careers of 
these women, the exhibition gives girls role 
models to whom they can readily relate. 

Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
professor Mildred Dresselhaus, one of the 
featured scientists, praises the exhibition 
for its ability to explore the impact of socie- 
ty’s erroneous assumptions about women’s 
aptitudes. According to Dresselhaus, ‘‘The 
perception that girls cannot do as well as 

} m athemati ‘Ss and scien 
yerception which, along with ou: it 
treatment of girls and boys in play and at 
school, hinders not only elementary school 
girls, but females of all ages and even 
American technology as a whole.’ 

The exhibition’s project coordinator, Val 
Wilcox, points out America’s need for more 
advanced and competitive technology to 
compete with foreign markets. ‘An ob- 
vious solution,’ she says, “‘is to utilize a 
valuable and as yet virtually untapped sci- 
entific resource, America’s female popula- 
tion. But, in order to make this possible, we 
must first change the way in which society 
views women and women view themselves. 
Even changing the way in which we depict 
girls and boys in storybooks, TV, movies 
and playthings would have profound social 
ramifications.” 

The exhbition consists of a series of inter- 
active computer and mechanical games, 
quizzes and audio-visual presentations 


which challenge museum- goers and illus- 


reers in science. By pointing out the 
problems, offering real-life solutions, pre- 
senting role models with firsthand experi- 
ence and highlighting the need to expose 
children as early as possible to the unlimit- 
ed opportunities available to them, the ex- 
hibition entertains and enlightens its 
audience to the wonders of science. 

As part of its national tour, the Women in 
Science exhibition, designed by the Mu- 
seum of Science and Technology in Chicago 
with funding from the Science Museums 
Exhibits Collaborative, is making its final 
stop at the Boston Museum of Science be- 
fore returning to Chicago. 

In conjunction with the exhibition, a dra- 
matic presentation, ‘‘Ada: The Bride of 
Science,” depicting the life of a 19th-cen- 
tury scientist, Ada Lovelace, will be shown 
on weekend afternoons and school holi- 
days. Also featured on many weekends, in 
conjunction with the museum camp-in pro- 
gram, are science demonstrations by local 
women’s colleges and a scientist-in-resi- 
dence program.

Planners Review Potentially 
Controversial Zoning Changes 


By Frank Messina 


Working late into the night, the 
Andover Planning Board began re- 
viewing a series of potentially con- 
troversial zoning changes to be 
presented at the town meeting in 
April. 

It was 11:30 p.m. by the time a 
group of tired, yawning planners 
knocked off Tuesday night, but 
board members were satisfied they 
had made some headway into a 
stack of proposals made by town 
planners Laura Hill and Nancy Je- 
ton. 

The preliminaries dispensed with, 
the board will meet Dec. 22 to en- 
gage in some hard discussion over 
exactly what changes will be offered 


The proposals rang¢ trom the 


heavily controversial—such as af- 
fordable housing—to issues that af- 
fect only specific neighborhoods. 
Although the language of the pro- 
posals prepared by town staff were 
generally hard-line, so they could be 
refined at the town meeting, Hill told 
the board, the planners tread lightly 
on the affordable housing issue. 
Expressing a commitment to 
bring less expensive housing into 
Andover, ‘‘so our children and older 
children can have someplace to live 
here,” said one board member, the 
board made it clear they knew they 
are attempting to walk a tightrope. 
On one side, are members of the 
community who ‘‘are opposed to any 
density over one’’ unit per lot, said 
board member Susan Stott. ““We’rs

damned if we do and damned if we 
don’t,’’ she said. 

But to attract developers who will 
work with a lower profit margin, the 
board must propose a density level 
that makes economic sense to build- 
ers. 

Chairman Michael Houghton 
echoed a board consensus, directing 
Hill to come up with figures to sup- 
port the concept of affordable hous- 
ing, while at the same time showing 
sensitivity to citizens who oppose 
overdevelopment.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

In view of the extreme contrast between 
the support given their football team by the 
people of North Andover with that given 
the Andover team, I, as head football 
coach, was disappointed and said so, which 
is my right. Those who have criticized me 
for so doing have the same right. The 
above is not the issue, but there are certain 
aspects of this matter which deserve clar- 
ification. 

First of all, varsity football coaches are 
hit for comments by the local press imme- 
diately after each football game. The press 
is just doing its job and has deadlines to 
meet and no one questions this process. It 
is very difficult for the coach, however, as 
the emotional impact of the game is still 
present and there is no time to think out 
answers to the questions that are thrown 
out. Further, the coach has absolutely no 
control over what things said are used by 
the reporter and what is left out. Ninety- 

ve percent of what I say never gets print- 
ed and the other 5 percent often gets blown 
out of proportion. Frequently, the story is 
accurate as far as it goes, but may well be 
a distortion of the true feelings of the 
coach. We never see beforehand what is or 
is not in the story, nor do we have any input 
into the headline that may be utilized. The 
latter often becomes the cause of most of 
the unhappiness that may develop over 
such stories and certainly was a factor in 
the case in question. 

What happened in the North Andover 
game story was that I was interviewed for 
almost an hour by the reporter and the 
band was never mentioned. At the end of 
the interview he asked me to estimate the 
size of the North Andover crowd during the 
second half, which I did at about two or 
three thousand. He then asked me to esti- 
mate the size of the Andover crowd at the 
same point, and I replied, ‘‘There was vir- 
tually nobody there, even the band had 
left.”’ That was the complete and sum total 
of any reference I made to the band in the 
entire interview, but the headline and the 
story in the Tribune came out quite differ- 
ently. The reporter and the newspaper 
have the right to present the story as they 
see fit, but it should be recognized that I 
had no say or control over it- 

My second concern in this matter is the 
question of the band’s role. We are all part 
of the same act, the band, the football 
team, the cheerleaders and the Indian 
girls. It is not a question of support, we are 
all partners in the same presentation and 
all represent the same school. The school 
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bands playing at the football games are an 
American tradition and a very strong one 
among the public schools in the Merrimack 
Valley League. There is no question it was 
a bitterly cold day and the cheerleaders, 
Indians and substitutes on the football 
_ were freezing, just like everybody 
else. 

The final point I would like to make in- 
volves my support of activities at Andover 
High School. My wife and I would go to 
everything and we particularly loved to 
watch the marching bands. We attended 
numerous band competitions and always 
felt a sense of pride in our band, and I still 
do. If I tend to be unhappy when the band 
comes to a game late or leaves early, it is 
because I feel the band is such an impor- 
tant part of our program and adds so much 
to our games. 

Any member of the football team will at- 
test that I am always urging them to sup- 
port other teams and all school activities, 
including the band. In the last two-three 
years I have not been able to get to school 
activities the way I would like and have in 
the past, but anyone who knows my person- 
al situation knows why. It is very unfair for 
anyone to criticize me on this 

The sad fact is that our football team was 
beaten fair and square by North Andover 
and our community was shown up by 
theirs. Hopefully, this will bring us all clos- 
er together and generate more, rather than 
less, school and community spirit. For my 
part, I guarantee the band my full and 
complete support.

Respect Life Committee Hosts Priest 


The Respect Life Committee of St. Augustine’s parish in 
Andover hosted a talk by the Rev. William Carroll of St. 
Patrick’s parish in South Lawrence Nov. 17. Carroll’s talk 
centered on the need to return to a biblically-based form of 
worship: prayer, combined with fasting, abstinence and oth- 
er forms of self sacrifice that has fallen out of favor in recent 
years, but was particularly urged by Our Lady at Lourdes 

| and Fatima. He said this form of supplication is particularly 
important to all Christians during this Marian Year. 

Fr. Carroll stressed the need for Christians to stand and be 
counted for their faith in prayer and fasting as well as words 
and deeds. He cited a case pending before the U.S. Supreme 
Court that seeks to remove the tax-exempt status of the Cath- 
olic Church as an example of the kind of attacks the church is 
under because of its respect for human life from the moment 


of conception. 


Fr. Carroll also talked on the slow but perceptible degrada- 
tion of the morals and ethics on weekly TV shows as another 
sign of national deterioration, the recent decision by the FCC 
to allow ‘“‘objectionable”’ programming on the air between 
midnight and 6 a.m. highlights the downward moral slide, he 


said. 


Father Carroll ended his talk by saying that he was opti- 
mistic about the future, especially because youth are begin- 
ning to heed the call to penance, self sacrifice and prayer for 
peace and innocent life.

If you’re arrested for drunk driving in Massachusetts, chances are ten to 
one you'll be convicted. 

According to the Governor’s Highway Safety Bureau, 34,200 of the 38,000 
people arrested for drunk driving last year were convicted. 

Penalties for those convicted for the first time are stiff, as explained in a 
new pamphlet prepared in a joint effort by the Governor’s Highway Safety 
Bureau and AAA: fine up to $1,000, sentence up to two years in jail and 
license revoked for one year. 

Or, the offender may be placed on probation and be required to attend the 
first offender drunk driving program for nearly six months of intensive 
counseling. The offender also pays a $650 fee and has his license suspended

In addition, a first offender can expect to pay at least $3,655 for such 
charges as car towing and storage, jail magistrate’s fee, defense attorney, 
fine insurance assessment and loss of safe driver credits for three years. 

Penalties for repeat offenders are very severe: mandatory jail sentence, 
fine up to $1,000 and loss of license up to ten years. 

The pamphlet explains in non-legal terms what the breath test is, the 
automatic suspension of license for refusal to take the breath test and item- 
izes how much it will cost if convicted of drunk driving. 

Copies are available from the Governor’s Highway Safety Bureau and 
AAA offices.

Road Salt Application Reduced 


Application of road salt to a section of Route 28 will be reduced again 
this winter under a policy announced by Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works Commissioner Robert T. Tierney. 

Beginning at South Street in Stoneham and continuing to the North 
Reading-Andover town line (excluding portions not under state 
juridsdiction), Route 28 will be treated with a special mixture of 
Premix and sand in a one-to-one ratio by volume. Premix is comprised 
of four parts road salt and one part calcium chloride. Every application 
of this mixture will reduce the amount of road salt normally applied by 
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“We’re continuing an aggressive policy of road salt reductions 
because of our concern about application of chemicals on the roadway 
and the effects those materials might have on water supplies,”’ Tierney 
said. ‘‘In certain storm situations, motorists may not encounter bare 
pavement on these roadways and should reduce their speeds to adjust 
to roadway conditions they may encounter.”

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Don’t Be A ‘Pour’ Host 


Host the perfect holiday party this year 
and toast a truly happy, healthy and safe 
new year. “Don’t be a ‘pour’ host,’’ says 
David J. Christensen, executive vice presi- 
dent of the AAA Automobile Club of Merri- 
mack Valley. 

‘Parties around this time of year can be 
fun for all. You can have a wonderful time 
without the zap afterwards,”’ he said. “‘All 
it takes is a little thought and preplan- 
ning.” 

The auto club offers the following sugges- 
tions: 

Make non-alcoholic beverages available 
and be certain everyone knows where they 
are. 

Help guests pace their drinks. The liver 
can only metabolize one drink per hour. 
Don’t rush to fill glasses. 

Serve tempting foods throughout the eve- 
ning, but avoid salty or highlys seasoned 
foods and snacks as these make guests 
thirsty. 

Don’t be a ‘pour’ host and push drinks. 
Let guests mix their own drinks. 

Beer, wine and hard liquor all ‘‘pack the 
same punch” per drink. A 12-0z. can of 
beer, a 5-oz. glass of wine and a typical 1+2- 
oz. serving of hard liquor (straight or in a 
mixed drink) all have the same amount oi 
alcohol and intoxicating potential. Beer 
and wine merely have more water added to 
the alcohol in each serving. Mix “‘spiked”’ 


punches with a non-carbonated base. Alco- 
hol is absorbed by the body much faster 


when combined with a carbonated mixer. 


Fruit juice or tea are preferable bases for 


alcoholic punches or mixed drinks. 


Divert attention away from the bar. 
Keep guests circulating with games, con- 
versation or dancing. Stop serving alcohol- 
ic beverages about an hour before the 
party is to end. Bring out a non-alcoholic 
hot or cold drink in addition to coffee or 
tea. 

Encourage one person in each group to 
be a designated driver.

The Coalition for Reliable Energy 
announced that it has commissioned 
an in-depth study of the impact that 
cogeneration projects and small 
power plants are likely to have on 
New England’s electric generating 
capacity in the future. 

“The value of small power and co- 
generation projects in New England 
must be measured by the yardsticks 
of reliability and the number of me- 
gawatts we can expect to add to the 
power grid,’’ said Elizabeth Mudge, 
president of the coalition. According 
to Mudge, the study will be con- 
ducted by the University of Lowell 
Research Foundation. 

“One of the first challenges will be 
to develop a workable definition of 
the sizes and types of projects that 
fall under the banner of cogenera- 
tion and small power stations,”’ said 
the study’s principal investigator 
Dr. Gilbert J. Brown, a professor al 
the University of Lowell and mem- 
ber of the coalition’s board of advi- 
sors. ‘‘Once we’ve defined the arena, 
we’ll consider such things as the en- 
vironmental impact, the economics, 
the fuel requirements and the relia- 
bility of cogeneration and small 
power projects.’’ Brown will be as- 
sisted by Charles Robinson, a Uni- 
versity of Lowell energy engineering

The first major traveling exhibition of 
Italian Renaissance maiolica, the richly 
decorated ceramics produced in workshops 
from Venice to Naples in the 15th and 16th 
centuries, opened at the Museum of Fine 
Arts, Boston. “Italian Renaissance Maioli- 
ca from the William A. Clark Collection’’ 
features a selection of 70 examples of the 
brilliantly colored, tin-glazed earthenware 
from the permanent collection of the Cor- 
coran Gallery in Washington, D.C. Be- 
queathed in 1926 by the late industrialist 
and U.S. Senator William A. Clark, the Cor- 
coran’s maiolica holdings are considered to 
be among the finst in the United States. 
The exhibition will be on view through Feb- 
ruary 7. 

According to Anne L. Pouklet, curator of 
European decortive arts and sculpture at 
the Museum of Fine Arts, the technique of 
tin-glazed earthenware, originally devel- 
oped in the Middle East by Islamic arti- 
sans seeking to imitate fine Chinese 
percelain, was probably first used in Italy 
in the 11th and 12th centuries. Influenced 
by their Islamic and Spanish predecessors, 
Italian artisans began producing their own

Maiolica and other decorative arts in Re- 
naissance Italy were considered an essen- 
tial part of the general ambiance of beauty 
and refinement sought by ecclesiastical pa- 
trons and aristocratic families like the 
Medici, the Orsni and the d’Este. No longer 
simply utilitarian, maiolica was produced 
as luxury wares for decoration and display 
and as gifts for special occasions. Other 
varieties of ornamental maiolica were pro- 
duced in large quantities to furnish phar- 
macies of the time. Many of these finely 
painted and inscribed drug jars reveal the 
names of medicinal remedies and sweet

“Ttalian Renaissance Maiolica”’ features 
examples from most of Italy’s maiolica- 
producing cities, emphasizing important 
centers such as Urbino, Pesaro, Faenza, 
Deruta, Castel Durante and Siena. A vari- 
ety of plates, flasks, plaques, drug jars, 
inkstands, dishes, ewers and basins are 
represented. Dating from the late 15th cen- 
tury to around 1600, they are decorated in a 
broad range of patterns: some with geome- 
tric, floral and heraldic schemes, others 
with imaginary creatures, portraits, ani- 
mals and figures of gods or saints. Maioli- 
ca was, above all, a painter’s medium. The 
finest achievements of the miaiolica 
workshops were the istoriato wares that lit- 
erally atell stories. Complex narrative 
scenes painted on display plates or vases 
were derived from Greek and Roman 
mythology, allegory, ancient and contem- 
porary history and literature. 

Two plates are based on Raphael’s fa- 
mous tapestry design of ‘‘St. Paul Preach- 
ing at Athens.’’ Another shows a scene 
from a relief on the Arch of Constantine in 
Rome which was engraved in the Renais- 
sance and then adapted as a maiolica de- 
sign by an anonymous Urbino artisan 
around 1575 

A fully illustrated 192-page color cata- 
logue with an introductory essay by Wendy 
Watson and illustrated checklist of maioli- 
ca from the William A. Clark Collection not 
included in the exhibition accompanys the 
exhibition. 

“Ttalian Renaissance Maiolica from the 
William A. Clark Collection was co-orga- 
nized by The Corcoran Gallery of Art, 
Washington, D.C., and the Mount Holyoke 
College Art Museum and is supported by a 
grant from the National Endowment for 
the Arts.

would take responsibility if damage 
did occur. 

After an hour of discussion, the 
planning board finally agreed that 
Watson should hold responsibility 
» during construction with the town 
taking over liability after work is 
completed. 

During the meeting, Webb main- 
tained that over the past nine years 
runoff flowing from a neighboring 
farm pond through her swale has al- 
ready worn away a chunk of her 
property. When Watson’s subdivi- 
sion is completed and begins feeding 
more rainwater into the pond, “‘I see 
my land slipping into the water and 
going downstream,”’ she said. 

“T don’t disagree with Joe Wat- 
son’s right to develop his land,’’ she 
told the board in a clear, steady 
voice. ‘I just want someone...to as- 
sure me that if something fails, 
there will be someone behind me’’ to 
repair any damage. 

Burton Shaker, a Lawrence-based 
lawyer representing Watson, didn’t 
want that party to be his client. 

‘The main issue,”’ he said, “‘is the 
effect of the subdivision’s water flow 
into the pond.’ The impact on 
Webb’s property would be negli- 
gible, Shaker emphasized. 

Statistics compiled by an expert 
hired by Watson pointed out that a 
five-year storm would create water 
flow rushing about 20 to 25 feet per 


second, far below the swale’s capac- 
ity of 42 feet per second, said Wil- 
liam McCloud of Andover 
Consultants, Inc. 

With the town engineer agreeing 
with McCloud, Planning Chairman 
Michael Houghton indicated there 

was no reason not to approve the 
subdivision. 

Will the runoff cause harm to the 
Webb property? Houghton asked. 
“The Department of Public Works 
report says no. We have relied on 
John Avery in the past,” said 
Houghton. 

With that, Houghton seemed ready 
to ask for a vote. 

But, before calling on the board to 
make a decision, he polled his col- 
leagues and Board Member Russ 
Moran expressed reluctance to ap- 
prove the subdivision without ad- 
dressing Webb’s concerns. 

“I’m uncomfortable that nothing 
has been worked out’’ between Webb 
and Watson, he said. Moran called 
for a clear definition of responsibili- 
ty to be written into any subdivision 

ipproval 

The board agreed that Watso 

should be responsible for any drain- 
age problems that occurred during 
construction, and, based on the Pub- 
lic Work’s report, the town would 
take responsibility afterwards. 

Both Webb and Shaker said they 
approved of the board’s action.
